Col Spencer recalled that this was 
his first address to the legislature for 
three years since he went overseas. 
He was impressed with the many 
changes that had taken place in the 
personnel of the house during the time 
and particularly he noted changes in 
the government benches, the introduc- 
tion of cross benches, and the change 
in the leadership of the opposition. 
He took occasion to pay tribute to the 
late deputy speaker, Lieut. Jos. Stauf- 
fer, who gave his life overseas and 
whom all genuinely mourned. 

Col Spencer said he hoped to see the 
day when the independent portion of 
the legislature would control the 
house, holding the balance of power 
on any government which might be 
returned, 

While he claimed to be loath to 
criticize the provincial budget, Col. 
Spencer said he was not satisfied with 
a financial condition that gave pro- 
vincial assets as $121,000,000 in 1915 
and of $102,000,000 in 1919. He 
would like to have the treasurer ex- 
plain where future revenue was to be 
obtained. Already the debt was $31,- 
900,000 within fourteen years, Cer- 
tainly all those who owed taxes should 
be made to pay up. 

Railway Guarantees

Struggling waist-deep in the soft, 


drifting snow of the forests, the forces 
striking from the east found a flank- 
ing movement impracticable and they 
were able to progress only at the rate 
of two-thirds of a mile an hour. To- 
day the Allied troops were bivouacked 


jalong the road on both sides of the 


village within good artillery range. 
The weather during the past few days 
has again been extremely cold and the 
Allies, who are living in Arctic tents, 
are finding their first opportunity to 
test these shelters. They are holding 
the line to Onega and Obozerskaia. 
Their big guns are moving up, drawn 
by mules which are steadily plodding 
ahead and conquering the steep icy 
hills and the deep drifts. The air- 
planes, equipped with runners instead 
of wheels, for alighting on the snow, 
have bombed Bolshoia-Ozera.

COPENHAGEN, March 26.—Ger- 
man revenues fram 1914 to the end of 
1918 amounted to 17,000 000,000 
marks, the Genman minister of finance 
Dr. Schiffer, declared in a memoran- 
dum presented to the national a@sem- 
bly at Weimar. The was expenditures 
totalled 186,000 000,000 marks, to 
which should be added the cos of de- 
mobilization. 

The memorandum showed that war 
damages in Germany amounted to 
4600,000000 marks and 6,000,000 
marks were spent for the relief of 
families of dead soldiers, 

The debts contracted by the gov- 
ernment during the war aggregated 
157,000,000,000 marks, the annual in- 
terest on which was 7,900,000,000 
marks. He estimated that the na- 
tional annual expenditures for the fu- 
ture would be 14 000,000,000 marks, 
compared to 2.400,000,000 marks be- 
fore the war. The annual expendi- 
tures of individual states and com- 
munities in the future would be 6,000,- 
000,000 marks, compared to 3000,- 
000,000 before the war. The _ total 
amount to be covered by taxation in 
the future would 19,000,000,000 marks

PUB. ACCOUNTS 
COMMITTEE HAS 
QUIET SESSION 


Nothing Sensational Brought Out 
in Connection With Allega- 
tion Against Boudreau 


There was another day devoid of 
seneations in the public accounts com- 
mitttee meeting at the legislature on 
Thursday morning. The principal 
witness heard was M, J. Rowland, 
shareholder and registered druggist 
of the Dominion Drug Co., with which 
Lucien Boudreau is connected, Row- 
land was closely examined by A. F. 


Ewing, James Weir and others for the 
opposition, but his evidence was un- 
shaken, Towards the close of the 
sitting, F. G. Forster, whose charge 
that Mr, Boudreau got Hquor from 
the vendor without payments, is the 


basis of the inquiry, took @ hand in| 


the cross-examining in an endeavor 
to establish his contention. 

M. J. Rowland was first examined 
by Mr. Pwing. He explained the 
procedure by which liquor was obtain- 
ed under the law from the vendor. 
The applications, he said, were always 
filled out before they were signed. On 
different occasions, Mr. Boudreau, a 
messenger, or himself, had taken 
down the application to the vendor, 
Cheques were sitned by Mr. Boudreau 
in all payments in connection with the 
business, 

The application of November 8th, 
signed by Mr. Rowland, was produced 
and identified by the witness. He 
said he had sworn to and signed it at 
the Dominion Drug store, 

To Hon. Mr. MacKay the witness 
said a document which had_ been 
handed to Mr. MacKay by Mr. Boud- 
renu, was an earlier slip of the order 
which had been made out for the 
Nquor required. After signing it he 
gave the order to Mr. Boudreau to 
see if the liquor could be obtained. 
Afterwards the document@had been 
brought beck @o the witness and he 
siened another requisition form. The 
filling in of words and figures show- 
ing quantities available were done in 
Mr. Webster's own handwriting, said 
Mr. MacKay. 

A cheque, dated Nov. 7th, payable 


to Webster, vendor, for $463, and 
signed by L. Boudreau and cashed 
Nov. 15th, was Mr. Boudreau's 
cheque, said the witness. The appli- 


cation form which had been produc- 
ed was dated Nov. 7th and called for 
$463 worth of liquor, 

In the opinion of Mr. MacKay this 
established the payment for the liquor 
and he said this concluded his ex- 
amination. 

To Mr. Ewing the witness said that 
he could not remember that any 
other original slips for orders were 
retained except the two produced and 
dated Nov. 7th and November 14th. 
These two were found in a drawer of 
the drug store. 

R. B. Douglas’ Evidence. 

R. B. Dourias, successor to F. G. 
Forster, as chief license vendor, was 
examined by Mr. Ewing. He had 
worked with Mr. Forster in taking 
over the liquor store goods on Nov. 
7th, &th and 9th last. 

“About Nov. 8th Mr. Boudreau was 
at the estore,” eaid the witness, “and 
the folowing day Mr. Forster or Mr. 
Downey spoke to me saying Mr. 
Boudreau was getting liquor without 
paying for it.” 

“I spoke to Mr. Webster and he 
told me the liquor was patd for, I 
aid not consider the matter further as 
Mr. Webster had satisfied me that the 
liquor was paid for." 

To Mr. MacKay t 
Webster had stated that there was 
nothing in Mr. Forster's story and 
that all the liquor was paid for before 
it went out. 

Mr. Forster Examines. 

M. M. Downey, who was examined 
the previous day, was recalved at the 
request of Mr. Forster. The latter 
submitted a plan of the vendor's store 
which the witness sald was @ fairly 
correct representation of the ground 
floor. Mr. Forster reviewed some of 
the evidence given by the witness the 
previous day which was practimlly 
the same as on the previous occasion. 

This concluded the morning's evid- 
ence and the committee adjourned un- 
ti] Thursday morning. 

Before the committee beenn its ex- 
amination of witnesses Mr. owing said 
he had been refused access to docu- 
ments held by Vendor Webster, after 
the committee last adjourned. 

The committee's opinion was that 
Mr. Webster was technically within 
his riehts, but Hon. Mr. MacKay mid 
Mr. Ewing would be given every op- 
portunity in future.

Every day ts flag day in Edmonton, 
and has been since the demobilized 
soldiers began to come home. To many 
people a flag is a flag; and if it is red 
; or is in large part red, it is a British 


|flag. The display of the flag is an 
evidence of the desire of the owner 
to express rejoicing, and to be identi 
!fied with the country’s cause Al- 
though the details of the significance 
of flags are not as generally under- 


| stood as they should be, they are im- 


| portant and are worthy of study 

The favorite flag of display is the 
Union Jack with a shield carrying the 
coats of arms of the several provinces 
of Canada on a red field 

Properly, the Union Jack on a red 
field is the flag of the British mer- 
chant service. With the Canadian 


of the Canadian merchant 
According to strict rule it is really 
out of place anywhere else than on a 
merchant vessel, But if custom makes 
law, as it very largely does, this design 
has become at least unofficially 
Canadian flag. 

The Union Jack is the proper flag 
for all occasions and circumstances on 
land in all parts of the empire. The 
main feature of the Union Jack Is the 
|}red cross of St. George on a blue 
ground, On this is superimposed the 
Crosses of St. Andrews and St, Patrick. 
The St. Andrews Cross is white on a 
| blue ground and St. Patrick's white on 
a red ground 
| St. George's Cross in the Union Jack a 
strip of white of the St. Andrew's and 
St. Patrick's Crosses shows on the 
blue ground on each side of the arms 
|of Greek Cross in red; 
ishes the ground for the Cross of St 


|for the Cross of St. Andrew. 
Frequently the Union Jack is dis- 
played upside-down. On the half of 


the flag next the staff the strip of 
white is broader on the upper side of 
|the red cross, and on the field halt 
the broader strip is on the lower side, 

A flag displayed upside-down is a 
signal of distress. 

The flag of the British navy is the 
white ensign. The red cross of St. 
George on a white field with the 
Union Jack tn the upper corner next 
the staff. 

A merchant ship which includes 
amongst Its officers a member of the 
British naval reserve has the Union 
Jack on a blue field, 

A flag at half-mast is a signal of 
death. Half-mast does not mean 
half way down the mast. In practice 
it means that the flag is lowered the 
width of itself from the top of the 
staff. 

During the process of city decora- 
tion to receive the 49th, a number of 
small flags were resurrected, sold and 
displayed without the knowledge that 
the shield on the red field did not 
show the provincial coats of arms, but 
a gross travesty on them. While a 
passing glance would not note the 
difference as the general appearance 
and coloring were somewhat similar, 
a close inspection disclosed that the 
design was intended as a gross mis- 
representation. On the lower left- 
hand corner the supposedly provin- 
cial desigen was the ficurerof a pig,
